MEMORANDA. 
DECEMBER QUARTER 1927, 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th September, 1927, was :—Males, 1,216,460 ; 
females, 1,170,499; total, 2,386,959. The increase since 30th 
September, 1926, was 51,756, and since the census in April, 1921, 
284,991. 

Vital Statisties.—September Quarter, 1927.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in September quarter, 1927, numbered 13,804, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 23-28 per 1.000 ef population; and the deaths, 
6,482, which is equivalent to 10-93 per 1,000 of population. The 
annual rate per 1,000 population of the 4,635 marriages registered 
was 7:82. Compared with the average of the September quarter of 
the preceding five years the death-rate was 6 per cent. higher. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in September quarter, 
1927, numbered 5,260, equivalent to a rate of 19-41 per 1,000 of 
population per annum; of the total, 2,717 were males and 2.543 
females. 

The deaths in September quarter, 1927, numbered 3,064, namely, 
1,598 males and 1,466 females. The mortality rate was 11-31 per 
1,000 of population per annum, 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 57-2 per 1,000 
births. 

Trade of New South Wales.—/inports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the December quarter, 1927, were valued at 
£16,828,515, and showed a decrease in value of £734,402 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise decreased by £737.717, and gold increased by £3,315. 
The total of all oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1927, 
was £68,940,081; an increase of £4,930,162 in comparison with the 
previous financial year. 

Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during 
the December quarter, 1927, amounted to £15,446,847, being a 
decrease in value of £2,636,616, as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the export of merchandise decreased by 
£1,647,562, and gold decreased by £989,054. For the year ended 
30th June, 1927, the total of all oversea exports was £62,815,077, 
being an increase of £8,813,263 compared with the figures of the 
previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney during the six 
months ended 3ist December, 1927, were valued at £47,903,329.

During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £67,633,524, and the Interstate Im- 
ports by sea at Sydney were £25,935,513, and the State seaward 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The 
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Imports, £11,736,902, the total value of all imports at Sydney, 
including transhipments, being £105,305,939. For the same period 
the tonnages of the goods imported were as follow :—Oversea, 
1,801,669; Interstate, 845,034; State, 1,860,662; total, 4,507,365 
tons; and the transhipments—Oversea, 194,024; Interstate, 127,362; 
State, 53,780; total, 375,166 tons. For the six months from Ist 
January to 30th June, 1927, the goods, excluding transhipments, 
imported at Sydney from State ports represented 850,735 tons, valued 
at £5,709,236; including transhipments, the tonnage was 875,641, 
valued at £5,876,106. 


preliminary 
statements of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for 
the December quarter, 1927, was £9,422,523, being a decrease of 
£421,803, as compared with December quarter, 1926. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th 
December, 1927, over the previous December quarter were :— 
Returns per capita to State by Commonwealth, £17,331; Tramways, 
£90,523; Collection of Motor Taxes (10 per cent.), £16,427. The 
chief decreases’ were in Income Tax, £463,404; Totalizator Act, 
£11,420; and Royalty on Minerals, £33,233. 

The State expenditure during December quarter, 1927, was 
£10,504,209, an increase of £748,626, as compared with December 
quarter of previous year.

Gold Production.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the year 1927 amounted to 18,032 oz. fine, valued at £76,595. 


Land Selections.—In the half-year ended 31st December, 1927, there were 
318 applications for 291,601 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers 
Settlement Act; and 205,445 acres, representing 451 blocks, were set 
apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the number of applications 
for original holdings was 756, and the area applied for 470,532 acres. 
The lands set apart for original holdings being 364,281 acres, repre- 
senting 1,004 blocks. 

Retail. Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
December, 1927, the prices of meat were 64-1 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 62:3 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 62:8 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed a decrease of about 2 per cent. 
compared with the previous month (November). Prices of meat 
were -3 per cent. dearer than in November, and other food and 
groceries were 2-4 per cent. cheaper. Potatoes, butter, cheese, and 
flour were cheaper, while egos and ham were dearer. 

Compared with the corresponding month (December) of 1926, meat 
was 24-9 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 9-2 per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 1-2 per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the December quarter, 1927, the general 
level of wholesale prices, which was | per cent, higher than in the 
previous quarter is now 29 per cent. lower than the highest point 
reached in July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 54 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 18 
increased, and 28 became cheaper. 

New Buildings.—JMetropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
in the Suburbs of Sydney during the year ended 31st December, 
1927, was 8,891, as compared with 10,504 during the year 
ended 31st December, 1926. The suburbs in which the greatest 
activity was evident were Canterbury (with 1,478 new buildings), 
Randwick (with 890), Drummoyne (with 526), Rockdale (with 510), 
and Waverley (with 467). 

Country Municipalities.—During the year ended 31st December, 
1927, permission was granted in country Municipalties to erect 6,463 
new buildings, of the value of £4,647,941 as compared with 7,818, 
of a value of £4,438,697 during the year ended 3lst December, 1926. 

Labour Conditions in December Quarter, 1927.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocation have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 

Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of December there were about 2,000 persons out of 
work in the Metropolitan district, and about 5,000 in the country 
districts. A marked decrease in the unemployment occurred during 
December, when the Government provided relief works for the 
unemployed. The persons attected by unemployment included 
fitters, turners, iron moulders, saddlers, wool and basil workers, 
coachmakers, engine-drivers, and firemen, and waterside workers. 
Employment was good for carpenters, bricklayers, plasterers, 
plumbers, tailors, blacksmiths, and sheet-metal workers. There was 
a scarcity of women for clothing factories and for domestic work. 
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During the December quarter, 9,941 men and 1,183 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 7,850 
men and 2,328 women were sought by employers through the agency 
of the Exchanges; and 7,722 men and 1,610 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 16,987 persons applied for 
employment, 10,509 persons were sought by employers, and 9,868 
were placed in positions. 

During the year 1927 the number of persons registered for 
employment at the State Labour Exchanges was 56,261, viz., 51,065 
men and 5,196 women; 28,781 men and 9,314 women were sought by 
employers; 28,330 men and 6,688 women were sent to employment. 


Dislocations.—During the December quarter 28,094 employees 
were involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the 
total loss amounted to 137,731 working days. In the previous 
quarter 45,080 employees were involved, with the loss of 207,117 
days. ‘ 

The time lost through dispute dislocations during the year 1927 
amounted to 899,952 days, and the number of workers involved was 
179,570. Corresponding figures for the year 1926 were 1,431,521 
days and 213,734 workers. 

Meteorology.—QOclober.—The good rains of the last week in September 
continued and the whole state benefited. The total rain for 
October was above average, except in the northern half of the 
western division and adjacent central-west plains, and an area in 
eastern New South Wales. Snow fell at many places on the southern 
highlands on the 4th, and on the far southern tablelands on the 21st 
October. At Sydney the monthly rainfall was 348 points. The 
highest temperature was 98-2 degrees on the 19th, and the lowest, 
42-2 degrees on the 6th October. : 

November.—There were good rainfalls in November, and although 
in some agricultural areas too late for crops, yet they were of great 
value in assuring water supplies and summer feed for stock. 
General rains came between the Ist and 6th of the month, followed 
by some scattered showers on the coast and highlands with moderate 
heavy falls on the extreme north coast. After the 22nd there 
were general rains with heavy falls over most of the coastal areas, 
the tablelands, the slopes and the north-west areas. The north 
coast experienced torrential downpours, those on the 29th November 
ranging up to six inches at Mullumbimby and seven inches at 
Murwillumbah. Falls also ceccurred on the northern tablelands, 
the north-west slopes and the north-west plains. The very heavy 
rains during the last few days of November caused floods in parts 
of northern and central coastal areas and in the central west. The 
monthly rainfall was above normal in all parts except Riverina and 
country beyond the River Darling. Severe heat was experienced 
at Bourke and Wilcannia. A cold snap occurred in many districts 
after the rains and heavy losses of sheep were reported. 


December.—Good rain fell over practically all the northern half 
and central areas of New South Wales during December. In some 
parts of the extreme north-west the December rains were the best 
for over twelve months. The southern half of the western division, 
the Riverina and other south-western and southern areas received 
only light to moderate rains, the falls being below normal. Conditions 
were generally cooler than normal, and there were few heat spells. 
At Sydney the rain totalled 235 points, the highest shade temperature 
was 91-8 degrees and lowest 56-2 degrees.

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No. 55.—New South Wales Estimated Wheat Harvest, 1927-28. 


A preliminary estimate of the wheat harvest of the season 1927-28, based upon returns received 
from the wheat growers of the State, was published en the 30th January, 1928. 

The harvest is estimated at 9,037,000 bags, equivalent (on a basis of 3 bushels per bag) to 
27,111,000 bushels of grain. The yield of hay was 336,000 tons. The total area sown with wheat 
was 53,000 acres in excess of the estimate made in July last, being 3,984,100 acres. Ofthisarea, 2,468,100 
acres were harvested for grain, 335,500 acres for hay, 560,200 acres failed, and 619,600 acres were fed-off, 

The average yield of grain per acre (including areas which failed entirely) was 9-1 bushels, or 
27 per cent. less than the average of the preceding ten years. 

In presenting the July estimate of area sown with wheat, the rain deficiency for the first six 
months of the year over the wheat belt was emphasised. The dry conditions prevailed right throughout 
the year, and ranged from 20 to 35 per cent. below normal rainfall. 

The number of growers in the current season was 16,592, or 403 less than in last season. 

The area harvested for grain, the yield, and the average yield per acre since 1917-18 were as

The demand for wheat for local consumption is elastic, and varies according to the nature of the 
pastoral season and the prices obtained. , 

The maximum requirements, including seed wheat, may be estimated at approximately 
17,775,000 bushels, so that there should be a surplus of nearly fourteen and a quarter million bushels 
available for export.
